The  Office  of  the  Vice-President  and 
Provost  has  asked  that  all  instructors 
allow  time  during  class  periods  during 
the  week  of  Oct.  2-6  for  speakers  repre- 
senting the  Students’  Administrative 
Council  to  address  students  concerning 
the  province-wide  referendum  on  this 
year’s  rise  in  tuition  fees  and  changes  in 
the  provincial  student  aid  plan. 

At  noon  on  Oct.  10  there  will  be  a 
forum  in  Convocation  Hall  at  which 
speakers  both  for  and  against  the  fee  in- 
creases and  the  referendum  will  be  heard. 
All  members  of  the  University  com- 
munity, students  and  staff,  are  urged  to 
attend  this  forum. 

The  questions  on  the  referendum  (to 
be  held  on  Oct.  11  and  12),  SAC  ex- 
plains, ask  for  an  endorsation  of  the  On- 
tario Federation  of  Students  demands 
with  reference  to  the  fee  increases  and 
the  changes  in  OSAP  loan  ceilings,  an 
indication  of  support  for  a suggested 
strike  against  payment  of  second  term 
fees,  and  a call  for  a strike  in  1973-74  if 
any  additional  fee  increases  or  detri- 
mental loan  charges  are  announced. 


Exhibition  in  honour 
of  Dr  Healey  Will  an 

An  exhibition,  Healey  Willan  — The 
Man  and  his  Music,  prepared  by  the 
National  Library  of  Canada  was  offi- 
cially opened  yesterday  in  the  Alumni 
Common  Room,  Second  Floor,  Medical 
Sciences  Building.  The  exhibition  will 
last  until  Dec.  3.  Hours  are  9 a.m.  to  9 
p.m.  weekdays;  10  a.m.  to  5 p.m.  Satur- 
days, and  1 to  5 p.m.  Sundays. 

Dr.  Willan  was  a well  known  Canadian 
composer,  former  professor  of  the  Faculty 
of  Music  here,  and  University  of  Toronto 
organist. 

Highlights  of  the  Exhibition 

To  be  seen  are:  original  sketches  and 
scores  of  many  compositions,  outlining 
Willan’s  development  as  a composer; 
pictures  tracing  the  musician’s  life  from 
infancy  to  his  last  months  and  recalling 
the  places  and  people  dear  to  him;  a 
glimpse  of  his  study  where  most  of  his 
composing  was  done  (courtesy  of  George 
and  Margaret  Drynan);  evidence  of 
Willan’s  sense  of  merriment  revealed  in 
his  social  life  and  music;  some  of  the 
diplomas  and  other  honours  awarded 
Willan  over  a period  of  75  years. 

To  be  heard:  a variety  of  Willan’s 
recorded  compositions;  the  composer 
talking  about  his  life  and  works  (courtesy 
of  Rev.  Max  Parker) ; Willan  the  organist 
and  choir  director.

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Court  hearings  begin  on  charges 
arising  from  Simcoe  Hall  sit-in 


Summary  hearing  of  charges  against 
Mark  Goldblatt  of  assaulting  police  and 
interfering  with  police  in  the  execution 
of  their  duty,  arising  from  the  occupation 
by  students  and  others  of  Simcoe  Hall 
last  March,  has  begun  before  Provincial 
Judge  Charles  Drukarsh. 

After  testimony  had  been  heard  on 
Sept.  25,  26  and  27,  the  trial  was  ad- 
journed until  Nov.  13.  A date  was  not  set 
for  the  hearing  of  a charge  of  assaulting 
police  against  Miss  Randi  Reynolds,  who, 
throughout  last  week’s  proceedings,  sat 
beside  her  legal  counsel,  Austin  Cooper, 
who  was  appearing  for  Mr.  Goldblatt. 

Judge  Drukarsh  fixed  Oct.  4 as  the 
date  for  a start  on  the  hearing  of  charges 
against  William  Getty  of  assaulting  police 
and  Thomas  McLaughlin  of  obstructing 
police  in  the  performance  of  their  duty. 

Most  of  the  evidence  heard  at  the  first 
three  days  of  the  trial  concerned  the 
nature  of  the  instructions  given  by  Dr. 
John  H.  Sword  on  the  morning  of  Sun- 
day, March  12,  when  he  was  Acting 
President,  for  the  clearing  of  the  occu- 
pants from  Simcoe  Hall  by  University 
and  Metropolitan  Toronto  police  and  the 
understanding  of  these  instructions  by 
the  University’s  senior  security  officers. 

Dr.  Sword  told  the  court  that  students 
and  others  occupied  the  Senate  chamber 
and  other  parts  of  Simcoe  Hall  imme- 
diately after  a meeting  of  the  Senate  on 
the  evening  of  March  10  when  a decision 
was  taken  concerning  access  to  the  stacks 
of  the  John  P.  Robarts  Library.  There  had 
been  “a  difference  of  opinion”  on  this 
issue,  Dr.  Sword  said. 

Evidence  as  to  the  nature  of  the  in- 
structions given  for  the  police  action  that

ended  the  occupation  on  the  morning  of 
Sunday,  March  12,  was  given  by  Dr. 
Sword;  by  James  F.  Westhead,  then 
Safety  and  Security  Officer  (now  man- 
ager of  the  Environmental  Hazard 
Control,  Communications  and  Security 
Division  in  the  Physical  Plant  Depart- 
ment), by  Gordon  Huff,  Chief  Security 
Officer,  to  whom  Mr.  Westhead  passed 
the  instructions;  Inspector  David  Sproule, 
in  charge  of  the  30  Metropolitan  Toronto 
police  who  aided  25  University  officers 
in  clearing  Simcoe  Hall,  who  also  was 
advised  by  Mr.  Westhead,  and  by  Mrs. 
Teresa  Falcioni,  secretary  in  the  Com- 
munications office,  and  Miss  Joanne 
Pugh,  policewoman  on  the  U of  T force, 
who  listened  on  extension  telephones  to 
the  conversation  between  the  Acting 
President  and  Mr.  Westhead  and  took 
notes  at  that  time  of  the  instructions 
given. 

Detective  James  Brown,  Metropolitan 
Toronto  police  photographer,  submitted 
in  evidence  pictures  he  took  of  the  scene 
in  the  Senate  chamber  and  nearby  rooms 
immediately  after  the  eviction  action  and 
of  those  arrested  (18  in  all  - only  four 
are  now  defendants  as  all  charges  of  tres- 
passing were  later  withdrawn)  as  they 
were  ushered  into  a police  van  outside 
Simcoe  Hall. 

Mr.  Cooper  showed  Detective  Brown 
photographs  taken  by  Frank  Rooney,  a 
Varsity  photographer,  which  showed 
Randi  Reynolds  with  her  sweater  up 
around  her  neck  and  the  lower  part  of 
her  body  exposed.  Detective  Brown  said 
he  had  not  seen  this,  because,  although 
the  picture  had  been  taken  outside  the 
hall,  he  was  at  the  patrol  wagon  taking 
photographs  for  identification  purposes.

Miss  Harman  elected 
Yice-Pres  of  AAUP 

Eleanor  T.  Harman,  Associate  Direc- 
tor of  the  University  of  Toronto  Press, 
was  elected  Vice-President  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  American  University  Presses 
at  its  annual  meeting  in  South  Bend, 
Ind.  Miss  Harman  is  the  first  Canadian 
woman  to  hold  this  position.  She  is  the 
author  and  editor  of  several  books  in- 
cluding Canada  in  North  America  and 
The  University  as  Publisher  and  has 
been  editor  of  UTP’s  Press  Notes  from 
1959-69  and  editor  of  the  international 
journal,  Scholarly  Publishing  since  its  in- 
ception in  1969. 

The  Association  of  American  Univer- 
sity Presses  is  an  organization  consisting 
of  over  seventy  member  presses  from  the 
United  States  and  Canada  and  seven  in- 
ternational members.

Charges  for  use 
of  U of  T computers 

The  Office  of  Research  Administration 
has  announced  that  the  Presidential  Ad- 
visory Committee  on  Computer  Policy 
and  Planning  has  made  the  following 
recommendations  with  respect  to  charges 
for  research  use  of  University  computers: 

For  all  grants  or  contracts,  except 
those  from  the  National  Research  Coun- 
cil, Medical  Research  Council,  and  Can- 
ada Council,  resulting  from  applications 
submitted  after  July  1st,  1972,  there  will 
be  no  subsidy.  It  is  recommended  that 
the  subsidy  for  such  grants  from  the 
National  Research  Council,  Medical  Re- 
search Council,  and  Canada  Council  be 
70%.  It  is  expected  that  the  prices  of  the 
various  computer  services  will  remain 
substantially  as  at  present.  The  following 
guidelines  should  be  used  in  preparing 
any  application  submitted  after  June 
30th,  1972: 

1.  Full  estimated  cost  should  be  ap- 
plied for  based  on  existing  schedules. 

2.  Overhead,  at  the  rate  of  30%  of  the 
direct  computer  costs  asked,  should  be 
requested  on  all  applications  where  over- 
head is  obtainable. 


The  University  completes  sale 
of  Connaught  Labs  to  the  CDC
